only by the victory of our armies in 
the civil war. 

At Canandaigua, he went into an 
analysis of government through politi- 
cal parties. The vital issue of this 
campaign, Judge Taft asserted, was 
whether or not the American people 
have been well served under the ad- 


) ministrations of McKinley and Roose- 


velt. 

“I sometimes think,”” he explained, 
“that we fail to appre¢iate what gov- 
erning means. It does not mean ora- 
tory. It does not mean the power of 
debate. It does not mean the advance- 
ment of plausible theories, but it- means 
the power of efficient performance.’”’ 

“Between each  presid@#tial election 
many issues are likely to arise that 
cannot be submitted to a party, crises 
are likely to come that cannot be sub- 
mitted to the rank and file of the peo- 
ple, and you have got to take a party 
and trust it to work those problems 
out. ¥¢

If he is actuated by a desire to 
help the negro by appointing him to position, he might show it first by making 
the appointments when the race question is not acute; and, second, when he 
does make an appointment in the south he ought to make it fer the help of the 
negro appointed, and not for the help of any republican candidate who may 


seek delegates from the south.

IS VALUED AT $11,625,000 
FOR YEARS 1896 TO 1905 


The vatuation of 16,000 shares 
etock of the Western Rallway of Al- 
abama, alleged by the state to have 
been the property of the Central of 
Feorgia railway for the years i896 to 
1905, twas agreed upon yesterday by a 
board of arbitration. 

The total valuation for the ten years 
in dispute was placed at 811,625,000. 
Upon this the company will pay taxes 
to the state of Georgia, the county of 
Chatham and the city of Savannah. No 
other county will have a share in the 
proceeds from tie tax. This is in ac- 
cordance with the decision of the courts 
in the Georgia railroad tax case. 

The state, county and city taxes will 
amount to $310,126; vf this the state 
treasury will receive $59,382. 

The dispute over the valuation of 
the stock was settled without the aid 
of an umpire, thus saving the state the 
$1,000 fee of such an umpire. Railroad 
Commissioner Muller E. Callaway rep- 
resented the state, and Alex W. Smith, 
of Atlanta, represented the railroad 
company in the arbitration. 

Stock Jumped From $60 to 885. 
.For the years 1896, 1697 and !898 the 
stock twas valued at $60 @ 6hafre, or 
$900,000 for the 15,000 whares. For the 
seven years from 1809 to i906, in- 
clusive, the valuation was placed at $85 
per share, or $1,276,000 for the whole 
block of stock, 

The latter figure was the same 
amount agreed upon for the years 1!906 
and 1907, in the settlement reached 
by arbitration last April. In that con- 
troversy, Chairman 8. G. McLendon, of 
the railroad commission, represented 
the state: Alex W. Smith, the rallroad

The payment of taxes for the year 
1907, upon the valuation fixed by arbi- 
tration in the spring, ig still being con- 
tested by the Central railroad. 

Proceedings were begun in the state 
courts to force the payment of these 
taxes. The case was transferred to 
the federal court, and is now pending 
before Judge Newman in Atlanta. 

Attorney Genera] Hart has fought the. 
transfer of the case, and has moved to 
dismiss it on the ground that the fed- 
@eraj court lacks jurisdiction. He gays’ 
no federal questions are involved, and 
there is no dispute about the law in 
the cage. As the matter was already 
Pending in a oourt of concurrent juris- 
diction, he holds that it could not be 
removed to the federal court unleas 
there was some dispute over the law as 
well as over the facts in the contro- 
versy, which is not the case.

CHINESE SHOW ENTHUSIASM 


Royal Welcome Given to the Fieet 


as It Entered the Harbor—China 
Wants American Aid to Pre- 
serve Her Territorial 
Integrity. 


Amoy, October 30.—Eight battleships 
comprising the second squadron of the 
American Atlantic fleet, under com- 
mand of Rear Admfra]l William H. 
Emory, arrived here this morning after 
an’ uneventful voyage from Yokohama. 
To the Chinese the visit of the Ameri- 
cans is far-reaching in importance and 
every preparation has been made, not 
‘oniy to extend to the representatives 
of the United (Sates a flattering wel- 
ccme, but to impress upon them China’s 
desire for even more cordial relations 
with the republic than have prevailed 
hitherto. 

The selection of Amoy as a port of 
call is in accordance with a program 
decided on at Washington when it was 
determined that the fleet shoul re- 
turn to America via the Suez cagal. 
The sixteen ships of the fleet left
